WASHIKGTOJI, Feb. 
26.—Intimations 
that President Cleveland proposes to 
delay decisive action in the matter of 
Cuban recognition until the opening of 
the rainy season and th<it i he 
house 
committee on foreign affairs is disposed 
to postpone the passage of a resolution 
on the subiect in accordance with bis 
wish, are said to be unfounded so far 
as the house foreign afiairs committee 
is concerned. 
Since tbe Cuban corres- 
pondecce was printed the Eub commit- 
tee have had the question under con- 
sideration and all the indications are 
that when the full committee 
meets 
tomorrow a resolution will be eubmitted 
and favorably acted upon. 
The com- 
mittee seem to be practically of one 
mind, in favor of early action. 
The 
resolution will probably declare it to 
be the sensa of congress that a state of 
war exists in Cuba and will request the 
president to issue his 
proclamation 
recognizing the insurgents a? belliger- 
ents and giving them the rights due 
from neutrals. 


The sub committee bn-j»javal affairs 
has practically decided u p | | all the de- 
tails of the naval appropriaUon bill and 
it is the present intention of Chairman 
Boutelle to call a meeting of the full 
committee for tomorrow to act cn the

The members of the committee 
have been pledged to secrecy and the 
desisions of the 
sub-committee are 
being closely guarded. 
The main in- 
terest, of course, attachfs to the num- 
ber of battle ships and torpedo boats 
that will be authorized. 
There ceems 
to be pretty good warrant for the state- 
ment that the sub committee agreed on 
six battle ships and 
fifteen 
torpedo 
boats. 
It is known that Mr. Boutelle 
favored but four battle ships, and it is 
said that he was out voted in the sub- 
committee, Messrs. Cummings, of New 
York, and Meyer, of Louisiana, voting 
with Mr. Robinson, republican, of Penn- 
sylvania, for six. 
Mr. 
fiulick, 
repub- 
lican, of Ohio, the other member of tbe 
subcommittee, 
is reported to have 
voted with Mr. Boutelle. The members 
of the sub committee refuse to aflSrm or 
deny these reports. The general opinion 
is that the full committee will abide by 
the action of the sub committee in this 
matter, but today there is a strong 
intiiñation from at least one republican 
member of the lull committee that this 
may not be done. 
It is said, that the 
democrats on the subcommittee 
who 
last year opposed the authorization of 
any battleships on the ground that the 
condition of 
the trcamry 
did 
not 
warrant it are now arrayed in favor of 
an increase of the navy that will involve 
an ultimate expenditure of about $35,- 
000,000. 


No appropriation is carried in the 
bill for the new ships, the secretary of 
the navy having said it would require a 
year to prepare specifications, etc. 
The 
bill will, however, carry an appropria 
tion for the two ships a^hor'zed in the 
bill of last year, p r o ^ i o n for which 
was inserted in the bill by the senate. 


General Hubbard, representing the 
Central Pacific railroad, was again be- 
fore the house Pacific railroad commis- 
sion today, and outlined at length the 
plan he proposes for tbe .'settlement of 
the debt of that road. 
His plan is to 
use the sinking fund, amounting 
to 
$6,000 OCO, for the Central, and $20,000.- 
000 for both roads, to meet the first of 
the bonds, some of which ara overdue; 
to give

per cent, income bonds for the ac- 
crued interest paid by the governm ent 
and to fund these government bonds as 
they become due into first mortgage 
4 | per cents, the government bonds 
bearing 6 per cent, interest. 
This 
proposition involves an extension of 
the first mortgage indebtedness as the 
government bonds are taken up. 
The 
question of the legality of the e.xten- 
sion of the first mortgage indebtedness, 
should it prejudice equity in the third 
mortgage bonds (amounting to $10,- 
000.000), was raised, but General Hub- 
bard affirmed that this could be done. 
As to the question whether the govern- 
ment bondholders would accept 4-} per 
cent, first mortgage bonds when the 6 
per cent, government bonds became 
due. General Hubbard said that the 
bondholders could be convinced that 
the security was ample. 
The earnings 
during the past two years of 
fiaancial 
depression had been $3,000 000, while 
the interest charged was but $2 500 OCO. 
In ordinary prosperous years 
tliere 
would be no trouble about it.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—The state de-

States war ship stationed at Ccrinto, 
although the officials will not confirm 
or deny this. 
Probably the reason for 
declining to admit the fact is that the 
department has found itself, after éom- 
munioation with the navy department, 
unable to comply immediately with 
the minister's request owing to the 
absence of any 
United States naval 
vessel from the vicinity 
of Corinto. 
Unfortunately 
the

Stiites 
steamship Alert, which had been at 
San Jose, in Guatamala, sailed from 
that port yesterday for Acapulco, Mex- 
ico, and so got beyound the immediate 
reach of the navy department.

Saturday or Sunday and she will there 
receive orders to turn southward sgain 
and go to Corinto.

God is theFatherj all mec are 
His children; the human race is one 
great famUy. 
Love is the one duty, the 
fulfillment of the law, the one com 
mand upon obedience of which hang 
all the law and the prophets." 


To Save or Slangrhter Seals. 
The fur seal bill was reported to thé 
house 
of 
representatives 
Monday 
from 
the 
committee on ways and 
means, all the members favoring the 
proposition. 
It provides for measures 
calculated to preserve the seals, and 
for the extinction 
the herd by the 
United States if no arrangement can 
be made with Great Britain whereby 
the unregulated 
slaughter 
can 
be 
stopped. 
It is probable that the bill 
will find favor in the house, for it is 
plain to all that under exisitii^g con- 
ditions it will be but a few years be- 
fore the seals will be gone, and that 
without any 
financial 
return to the 
United States. 


The action of the committee is in 
keeping with the recommendation s of 
Special Agent Joseph Murray of the 
treasury department. 
He is an expert 
on the seal question, and has taken the 
pains to keep informed of the condi- 
tion of the herd. 
In a report on the 
subject he shows that in 1881 more 
than 5,000,000 seals made their home 
on the Pribylov islands, while now the 
number is not much in excess of 100,- 
000. 
He estimates that unless the 
slaughter is stopped three years will 
see the extinction of the seal herd. 


Mr. 
Murray's recommendation 
is 
that if an agreement cannot be made 
with Great Britain for the protection o) 
the herd the United States shall direct 
the killing of the seals, the proceeds to 
go to the gove/nment account. 
The 
house bill puts this recommendation 
into proper form. 
That appears to be 
the only wise course under the circum 
stances. 
The policy of iÇogland has 
been to delay definite arrangements, 
and in the meantime the Canadian 
pirates have slaughtered the seals at 
will, without regard for the future of 
the herd. 
If Great Britain is disposed 
to meet the United States half way 
the seals can be protected. 
If that 
country still delays the United States 
will take matters into its own hands. 


Under proper regulations it is possi- 
ble to increace the herd to its old pro- 
portions and make it a steady source of 
revenue. 
About sixty years ago, when 
pelagic I sealing was unrestricted, the 
herd was reduced almost to its present 
size. 
Russia adopted stringent regula- 
tions, and thereafter there was rapid 
increase. 
By pursuing a similar course 
the herd can be restored. 
It should 
be allowed to grow or be wiped out.

ineflSoient to do its work." 


Western civilization considers the sul- 
tan a holy terror, so to speak, but the 
only trouble with him in his own land 
is that in the estimation of his Moham- 
medan subjects he is not terror enough. 
By the command of the prophet and the 
desire of his own subjects he ought to 
put all non-Mohammedans to death by 
fire, sword, gunpp-Wder or otherwise, 
any way to get the acoorsed dogs of in- 
fidels off the earth. The more Christians 
the sultan causes to be slain the more of 
a commander of the faithful he will be. 


With this constant theological près 
sure on the one hand, on the other poor 
Abdul Hamid lives in daily and nightly 
fear of 
assassination. 
Ordinarily he 
drinks only water, which is conveyed 
to the Yildiz palace in special casks. 
He eats vegetable food mostly, and it 
is brought to the table in sealed silver 
saucepans. Because of this same fear of 
assassination he never sets foot outside 
the palace and its grounds. 
He is a 
metched, scared, hunted prisoner. Not 
a persecuted Armenian, in peril of his 
life, is much worse off than Abdul Ham- 
id, the Shadow of God. 


The Turk and his rule ought to have 
been put an end to long ago. ^ e y would 
have been only for the jealousy and dog 
in the manger attitude of England her 
self. Stead says, "The great sin of Eng 
land in the past has been that out of an 
insane jealousy of Russia she not only 
refused to put any one else in place of 
the Turk, but she made it a supreme ob- 
ject of her policy to restore the rule of 
the Turk in regions from which it had 
been ejected by the Russians. " 


Buying a Protectorate. 


When a strong nation guarantees the 
pay ment of a ce^ain debt by a v ^ ^ e r 
one to some third nation, then the ooun|^ 
that giaarantees the debt, in order 
to secure'itself, assumes to a great ex- 
tent 
the regulation 
and control of 
Uje Àustoms and revenues of the debtor 
country. 
This is what Russia did in 
case of China at the close of the 
war with Japan. 
It gives the nation 
that guarantees the debt a virtual pro- 
tectorate over the weaker country. / The 
guaranteeing nation will have great in- 
fluence over the internal affairs of the 
nation for Whose debt it gives security. 


This plan is becoming a popular idea 
with nations that are striving to gain 
power. 
In case of a failure to pay the 
debt the national revenues of the debtor 
country would be in the hands of Mbhe 
guarantor. 
Hussia is ohargisd with en- 
deavoring to put into operation a similar 
ticheme in regard to the debts of the 
Balkan countries. 
It Would give her a 
powerful hold upon them. 
Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain, 
colonial 
secretary for 
Great Britain, wants England to guar- 
antee payment of the debts of her col- 
onies, thinking thus to make them more 
dependent on her. 


Finally it has been suggested that 
Cuba should buy her independence of 
Spain and stop the war, the United 
States becoming guarantor for the re- 
public that it would pay the debt to 
Spain. 
This would give the United 
States a commercial protectorate over 
Cuba which Cubans themselves would 
be only too glad to recognize.

Americans who visit Germany must 
remember to keep their mouths shut. 
They mast not even venture in hotel, 
street car, picture gallery or any other 
place to so much as speak of the emper- 
or as a headstrong young man.

Billee in Germany, even in the privacy 
tjf their own rooms, the chances are that 
out from a closet or behind an angle in 
the wall will step a well dressed gen- 
tleman who will invite them to a 
police court, where they will have to 
pay a fine of several hundred dollars, and 
not only that, but go to prison for three 
months or longer. 


A curious book has lately been pub- 
lished in Germany. It sets forth, for the 
guidance of journalists in particular, 
just what constitutes the crime of leze 
majesty. It is specified therein that you 
may not criticise the emperor or any 
person of princely rank, not even a dead 
king. 
In this instance at least a dead 
king is more' powerful than a living 
donkey. 
Any story, whether true or 
false, that tends to show up his saored 
little majesty or anybody of princely 
rank in a derogatory 
light is leze 
majesty. 
You must not say a word 
against any of the rulers of any of the 
German states or of any state friendly 
to Germany. 
You may, however, talk 
against the pope all you want to, and 
you will not be interfered with. 


The Chicago cattle market fell off 
nearly half a million beeves last year. 
Chicago dealers explain this away by 
attributing it to the drought that pre- 
vailed in the northwest during 1898. 
It requires three years to fit a beef for 
market. 
The drought burned up the 
feed in the northwestern states, and 
farmers were obliged to sell calves and 
grown animals for what they could get. 
It left a shortage in the beef market for 
1895. This partly explains the case, but 
there is another cause which Chicago 
stock dealers are loath to admit. 
It is 
that St. Louis and Kansas City are 
making such rapid strides 
in beef 
slaughtering and live cattle marketing 
that they are sensibly affecting the Chi- 
cago trade. 


The New York chamber or commerce 
never made a bigger mistake than when 
it pronounced the Venezuelan contro- 
versy a question in which the "Amer- 
ican people have now and probably can 
have no more than a sentimental and 
passing interest." 
But that kind of 
judgment is what might have been ex- 
pected of a lot of commercial specula- 
tors and men who think more of selling 
goods than they do of the honor and 
safety of their country. Shopkoeping is 
an eminently commcndable trade, but 
when a man lets his shopkeeping in- 
stincts override his patriotism he is a 
coward.

If God lets the spirits of those who 
have died come to earth, said|^r. Ben 
nett, why all the parapheraalia .and 
trappings, the mystery of 
davk^ed 
rooms and the mummery ^fr mediums 
which are the inseparable sceosaptuDi 
ments of s o called j spiritualistic mani 
festations? These things but advertise 
spiritualism as a frsud. 
If disembodied 
spirits visit the earth, why can they not 
come without the intervention of sucb 
trumpery and nonsense, to communi 
cate with the loved ones who yet 
remain in this life? Spiritualism is 
branded as a fraud by all unprejudiced 
investigators who have been engaged 
with the subject. 


Among other instances of the ex 
posure of the frauds praotioed by the 
spiritualistic mediums he spoke of that 
of Prof. Gilmore at Duluth Sunday 
evening, an account of which appeared 
in Monday's daily papers.

frauds that were practiced upon their 
credulity. 
S^edenbourg, who claimed 
to know more about spirits and spirit 
ualiem than any other man who has 
ever lived, declared that care should 
be taken when spirits began to talk to 
men. 


The morals of spiritualism are cor 
rupted and bad in their 
tendencies 
Dr. Bennett continued. 
Now, under- 
stand, that 1 make, no charge against 
the moral character of any spiritualist. 
Tbe system as a system is bad. 
That 
can be determined by a study of their 
principles. 
At a camp meeting of spir 
itualisis near Akron, Oaio, a woman 
addressing the audience was heard to 
exclaim:

Spiritualism 
has this dreadful weight ot immorality 
upon its shoulders. 
Many are different 
in spite of it not because of i^. 


He declared spiritualism to be an tag 
onistic to tbe Christian religion and its 
teachinga, and cited a dozen or more 
precepts of its doctrines as he had 
gleaned them from spiritualistic publi 
cations and speakers.

that President Cleveland proposes to 
delay decisive action in the matter of 
Cuban recognition until the opening of 
the rainy season and thit ihe house 
committee on foreign affairs is disposed 
to postpone the passage of a resolution 
on the subject in accordance with bis 
wish, are said to be unfounded eo far 
as the house foreign effairs committee 
is concerned. 
Since the Cuban corres- 


pondence was printed the sub-commit- 
tee have had the question under con- 
sideration and all the indications are 
that when the full committee meets 
tomorrow a resolution will be submitted 
and favorably acted upon. The com- 
mittee seem to be practically of one 
mind, in favor of early action. Tbe 
resolution will probably declare it to 
be the sensa of congress that a slate of 
war exists iu Cuba and IT ill request the 
president to issue his proclamation 
recognizing the ineurgenta ai belliger- 
ents and giving them the rights due 
from neutrals 


The sub committee on naval affairs 


has practically decided upon all the de- 
tails of the naval appropriation bill and 
it IB the present intention of Chairman 
Boutelle to call a meeting of the full 
committee for tomorrow to act on the 
bill. The members of the committee 
have been pledged to secrecy and the 
desisions of the sub-committee are 
being closely guarded, The main in- 
terest, of courae, attaches to the num- 
ber of battle ships and torpedo I oats 
that will be authorized. There teems 
to be pretty good warrant for the state- 
ment (hat the sub committee agreed on 
six battle ships and fifteen torpedo 
boats. It is known that Mr. Boutelle 
favored but four battle ships, and it is 
said that he was out voted in the sub- 
committee, Messrs. Cummings, of New 
York, and Meyer, of Louisiana, voting 
with Mr. Robinson, republican, of Penn- 
sylvania, for six. Mr. Hulick, repub- 
lican, of Ohio, the other member of the 
Bub committee, 
i* reported to have 


Tflted with Mr. Boutelle. The members 
of the sub committee refuse to affirm or 
deny these reports. The general opinion 
is that the full committee will abide by 
the action of the sub committee in this 
matter, but today there is a strong 
intimation from at least one republican 
member of the fall committee that this 
may not ba done. _Jt is, said that the 
democrats tin the subcommittee who 
last year opposed tbe authorization of 
any battleships on the ground that the 
condition of the treasury did not 
warrant it are now arrayed in favor of 
an increase of the navy that will involve 
an ultimate expenditure of about $35,- 
000.000. 


No appropriation is carried in the 


bill for the new ships, the cecrelary of 
the navy having said it would require a 
year to prepare specifications, etc. The 
bill will, however, carry an appropria 
tion for the two ships authorized in the 
bill of last year, provision for which 
was inserted in the bill by the senate. 


General Hubbard, representing the 


Central Pacific railroad, was again be- 
fore the house Pacific railroad commis- 
sion today, and outlined at length the 
plan he proposes for the 'settlement of 
the debt ot that road. His plan is to 
use the sinking fund, amounting to 
$6,000 000, for the Central, and $20,000,- 
000 for both roads, to meet the first ol 
the bonds, some of which are overdue 
to give the 
government fifty-year

The fur seal bill was reported to tbe

It provides for measures 


calculated to preserve the seals, and 
For the extinction of the herd by the 
United States if no arrangement can 
m made with (treat Britain whereby 
the unregulated 
slaughter can 
bo 


stopped. It is probable that the bill 
will find favor m the house, for it is 
>lain to all that under exisiting con- 
ditions it will bo but a few years be- 
'ore the seals wilt be gone, and that 
without any financial return to the 
United States. 


The action of the committee is in

He is an expert 


in the seal question, and has.taken the 
paics to keep informed of the condi-

In a report on the

The Turk and his rule ought to have 


been put an und to long ago. They would 
have been only for the jealousy and dog 
fn the mang :r attitude of England her 
self. Stead says, "Tho great sm of Eng- 
land in the past has been that out of an 
insane jealousy of Russia she not only 
refused to put any one else in placo of 
the Turk, bnt she mado it a supreme ob- 
ject of her policy to restore tho rule of 
the Turk in regions from which it had 
been ejected by the Russians.'' 


Buying a Protectorate. 


When a strong nation guarantees the 


payment of a certain debt by a weaker 
one to some third nation, then too coun- 
try that guarantees the debt, in order 
to secure itself, assumes to a great ex- 
tent the regulation and control of 
the customs and revenues of the debtor 
country. This is what Russia did m 
case of China at the close of the 
war with Japan. 
It gives the nation 


that guarantees tho debt a virtual pro- 
tectorate over the weaker country. Tho 
guaranteeing nation will have great in- 
fluence over the internal affairs of tho 
nation for whoso debt it gives security. 


This plan is becoming a popular idea 


with nations that are striving to gam 
power. In cai,o of a failure to pay the 
debt the natrono! revenues of the debtor 
country would be m the hands of the 
guarantor. 
Russia is charged with en- 


deavoring to put into operation a similar 
Bchemo in regard to the debts of the 
Balkan countries. It would give her a 
powerful hold upon them. Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain, colonial 
secretary for 


Great Britain, wants England to guar- 
antee payment of the debts of her col- 
onies, thinking thus to make them more 
dependent on her. 


Finally it has been suggested that 


Cuba (should buy her independence of 
Spam and stop the war, the United 
Stptes becoming guarantor for the re- 
public that it would pay tho debt to 
Spain. 
"Sins would give tho United 


States a commercial protectorate over 
Cuba which Cubans themselves would 
be only too glad to recognize 


Leze Majesty. 


Americans who visit Germany must 


remember to keep their months shut. 
They must not even venture m hotel, 
street car, picture gallery or any other 
place to so much as speak of the emper- 
or as a headstrong young man. They 
must wait till they get to England be- 
fore venting their disapproval of him. 
There they can do it to their heart's 
content. 
If they ntter a word of criti- 


cism, even the mildest, against Little 
BiHee in Germany, even in tho privacy 
of their own rooms, the chances aro that 
out from a closet or behind an angle in 
the wall will step a well dressed gen- 
tleman who will invite them to a 
police court, where they will have to 
pay a fine of several hundred dollars, and 
not only that, bnt go to prison for three 
months or longer. 


A cnrious book has lately been pub- 


lished in Germany. It sets forth, for the 
guidance of journalists in particular, 
just what constitutes tho crime of leze 
majesty. It is specified therein that you 
may not criticise the emperor or any 
person of princely rank, not even a dead 
king. 
In this instance at least a dead 


king is more powerful than a living 
donkey. Any story, whether true or 
false, that tends to show up his sacred 
littlo majesty or anybody of princely 
rank in a derogatory light is lezo 
majesty. 
You must not say a word 


against any of tho rulers of any of the 
Gcrmnn states or of any state friendly 
to Germany. You msy, however, talk 
against tho po^ie all yon want to, and 
yon will not bo interfered with.

An interesting and forcible lecture 


on spiritualism was delivered last even- 
ing at the St Paul 21 E. church by 


Rev. Dr Henry W Bennett, the pastor 
of the Wayne Street M E church, for 
the benefit of the ladies of St. Paul's 
church, who took that means of raising 
a fund for the purpose of helping along 
their financial condition.

throughout the delivery ot hia lecture. 


He was introduced by Rev J. M 


Stewart, the pastor of St Paul's church, 
and after an introductory and a review 
of spiritualism in ancient times, spoke 
of its modern history and the decep 
tiona that had been employed Ly its 
leaders in their manifestations 
He 


then related a number of instances 
where their mediums had been1 exposed 
and caught in the perpetration of their 
frauds 


There existed, he said, a most singu 


lar infatuation for spiritualism, and 
however much it might be exposed, its 
devotees would continue to hug their 
delusions to their bosoms. The ruys 
tery of slate [writing and card writing 
Dr Bennett solved by explaining ho?1, 
by the uae of certain chemical the 
cricks might be 
easily 
performed. 


While such tricks might give eome 
persons an idea of the supernatural, 
the expose of them ought to convince 
every intelligent man of the fraudu- 
lency of the claim) of spiritualism 


If God lets the pp'rits of those who 


have died come to.earth, said Dr. Ben 
nett, why all the paraphernalia and 
trappings, the mystery of darkened 
rooms and the mummery of med urns, 
which are the inseparable accarnpini 
meats of so called.,' spiritualistic mam 
festations? These things but advertise 
spiritualism as a fraud 
If disembodied 


spirits visit the earth, why can they not 
come without the intervention of such 
trumpery and nonsense, to communi 
cate with the loved ones who yet 
remain in this life? Spiritualism is 
branded ss A fraud by all unprejudiced 
investigators who have been e&gagsd 
with the subject 


Among other instances of the ex 


posure of the frau-k practiced by the 
spiritualistic mediums he spoke of that 
of Prof. Gilmore at Duluth Sunday 
evening, an account of which appeared 
in Monday's daily papers Dr Bennett 
also gave some particulars of the ex 
posure which had lecently been mado 
by Rev. C. U. Wade, pastor of the M 
E church at Bluffcon.

deceived and found consolation in the 
frauds that were practiced upon their 
c-edulity. Swedenbourg, who Maimed 
to know more about epirits and spirit 
ualism than any other man who ha 
erer lived, declared that care shoulc 
be taken when spirits began to talk t 
men.

One of the foremost mechanics in the 


employ of the Pennsylvania company 
is quoted as saying, when speaking 
about electric motors, that the great 
weight of tbe new mach'ines, in propor- 
tion to their speed and pulling capacity, 
is their most serious disadvantage. 'A 
seventy-fire ton steam 
locomotive 


would be really a dangerous weieht to 
push 47«? anything but the best con- 
structed road at a high rate of speed 
The eighty ton locomotives of tbe 
Pittsburg Junction railroad will haul 
sixty loaded cars, representing a total 
of nearly 30,000 tons, up a twenty foot- 
to a-mile grade at a speed of fiOeen 
miles an hour. The electricians would 
not agree to construct an eighty ton 
electric engine guaranteed to do the 
same work. One of the disadvantages 
that the electric people must contend 
with in the start is the absence of 
power on lines of railway now operat- 
ing with steam, What I mean by the 
absence of power is the fact that 
trollevs and immense and costly power 
houses must be erected before electric 
engines can be given a fair trial. The 
Westinghouse people are pursuing the 
wiser plan in testing their new ma- 
chine on a private track, where its 
pulling capacity and speed can be de- 
termined. After it is demonstrated 
that the [electric motor is capable of 
'doing the work of a steam locomotive, 
then vthe" question of it« relative eco- 
nomical merit, tx well as its durability 
and reliability, must be considered,
